POESIA MITICA DI 


Federico Garcia Lorca 


By GUSTAVO CORREA 


Professor Correa finds the basic unity of Lorca’s 
poetry and the basic nature of his inspiration in 
the exploitation of myth. Lorca uses age-old 
folk themes of a mythic nature; his characters 
are usually “simple” and superstitious people 
who move in a world in which all habitual phe- 
nomena and actions tend to become symbolic; 
objects and creatures of nature figure as symbols 
of human behavior or human destiny. These 
themes and their force in the structuring of 
@ Lorca’s poetry are shown, with a wealth of de- 
tail,' through a close analysis of a large segment 
; of his works. 
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
